As with other Agency ©Employees attending the 
ceremony, they should plan to reach the parking lot by 10: 30 a.m. m the 
morning of the Ceremony so that all Agency employees will be seated by 
11:00 a.m. The referenced notice advised all employees of the instructions 
for the Ceremony and attached a map of the route to the site.
